are habitually more injurious to his own 
side than to the objects of his attack. Still 
less room is there for carping criticism with 
regard to the relations of this country with 
Germany. Public opinion has so strikingly 
endorsed the conduct of the Government in 
replying to the insolence of the German 
Emperor by a display of naval force, which 
is the soundest of possible arguments in the 
circumstances, that the leaders of the Op- 
position would be ill-advised in the extreme 
if they were to set themselves against tho 
torrent of public patriotism by cavilling at 
the Government on that score. Thero re- 
main, however, the questions of Armenia 
and of Venezuela, On the latter subject it 
is understood that Sir William Harcourt is 
prepared to come out very strongly indeed. 
He is said to be righteously indignant with 
Lord Salisbury for declining to submit the 
question of the boundary to arbitration at 
the imperious order of Mr. Cleveland. Sir 
William will say many things which he does 
not really mean for the sake of a temporary 
triumph in debate; but we doubt whether 
even he will venture to maintain that it is 
the duty of a British Government to knuckle 
under ignominiously to Yankce bluster. If 
he does, we can only say that he will not in- 
crease his popularity in the country. As to 
Armenia, the attack upon Lord Salisbury 
should, obviously, be led by Lord Rosebery. 
But Lord Salisbury’s predecessor at tho 
Foreign Office can hardly, in common de- 
cency, blame his successor very much for 
persevering with the policy which he, Lord 
Rosebery, bequeathed to him. The fact is, 
that Lord Salisbury has done what honour 
and justice demanded of him. He has done 
all that could be done to save the victims of 
Turkish fanaticism, and of the political in- 
trigues of their own leaders, so long as he 
believed that the concert of the Euro 
Powers was with him. But the Powers have 
failed him, and Lord Salisbury, unsnp- 
ported, cannot accomplish the impossible. 
Can Lord Rosebery suggest how that could 
have been done?
